The neceſſarineſs of Servitude proved, 
with the common uſage of Servants 
in Mary-Land, together with their 
Priviledges, 


S there can be no Monarchy with- 
- out the Supremacy of a King and 


| Crown, nor no King without Subjects, 
[nor any Parents without ir be by the 
 fruicful off-ſpring of Children ; neither 
can there be any Maſters, unleſs it be 


by the inferior Servitude of thoſe thar 


dwell under them, by a commanding 
enjoynment : And fince it is otdained 
from the original and (uperabounding 


wiſdom of all chings, Thar there ſhould 


be Degrees and Diverfitics amongſt 
'the Sons of men, in acknowledging of 


a Superiority from Inferiors to Superi- 


pors; the Servant with a reverent and 


befitting Obedience is as liable to this 


duty in a meaſurable performance to 


him whom he ſerves, as the loyaleſt 
| D of

of SubjeRs to his Prince. Then ſfinc{Þ 
it is a common and ordained Fate, thaf/a 
there muſt be Servants as well as Mao 
ſters, and that good Servitudes areþſt 
thoſe Colledges of Sobriety that 
checks in the giddy and wild-headedſitn 
youth from his protuſe and unevenſſt! 
courſe of life, by a limited conſtrain-}th 
ment, as well as it otherwiſe agrees with] 
the moderate and diſcreet Servant: 
W hy ſhould there be ſuch an exclufivett 
Obſtacle in the minds and unreaſonablel 
diipoſitions of maay people, againſt the} 
|: nired time of convenient and neceſſa- 
ry Servitude, when it is a thing ſo re- 
quiſite, that the beſt of Kingdoms| 
world be unhwg'd from their quiet and| 
well ſcrled Government withour it 2 fot 
Which levelling doctrine we here of|th 
England in this latter age ( whoſeſdc 
wornb was truſs'd ont with nothing butſfa 
confuſed Rebellion) have too much dc 
experienced, and was daily rung intoþ{u 
the cars of the tumultuous Vulgar by |P!

And 
et this be ſpoke to the deſerved praiſe 
of Mary- Land, That the four years 
1 ſerved there were nor to me fo laviſh, 
aS 4 two years vervitude of a Handt- 
craft Apprenticeſhip was here in Lon- 
dons Volenti enim nil difficile: Nox 
that I write this to ſeauce or delude 
any, or to draw them from their native 
{oyle, but out of a love ro my Country- 
men, whom in the general I wiſh well 


.| to, and that the loweſt of them may live 


in ſuch a capacity of Eſtate, 2s thac the 
bare intereſt of their Livelihoods might 
not altogether depend upon perſons of 
the greateſt extendments. 

Now thoſe whoſe abilities kere in 
England are capable of maintaining

themſelves in any reaſonable and hand- 
ſom manner, they had beſt fo to res 
main, leſt the rovghneſs of the Ocean,

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rogether with the ſtaring viſages of the

Now contrarywiſe , they who are 
low, and make bare ſhifts ro buoy 
themſelves up above the ſhabby center

heartily could wiſh the removal of ſome 
of them into Mary-Zand, which would 
make much better for them that ſtay'd 
behind, as well as it would advantage 
thoſe that went. 

They whoſe abilities cannot extend 
to purchaſe their own tranſportation 
over into eHary-Land, (and ſurely he 
that cannot command ſo ſmall a ſum 
for ſo great 2 matter, his life muſt needs 
be mighty low and dejeGed) I ſay 
they may for the debarmcnt of a four 
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years ſordid liberty, go over into this 
Province and there live plentiouſly well. 
And what's a four years Servitude to 
advantage a man all the remainder of 


his dayes, making his predeceflors hap- 


py in his ſufficient abilities, which he ar- 
rained to partly by the reſtrainment of 
ſo ſmall a time 2 

Now thoſe that commit themſelves 
unto the care of the Merchant to carry 
them over, they nced not trouble them- 
ſelves with any inquiſitive ſearch rouch- 
ing their Voyage; for there is ſuch an 
honeſt care and proviſion made for them 
all the time they remain aboard the 
Ship, and are failing over, that they 
want for nothing that is neceſſary and 
convenient. 

The Merchant commonly before 
they go aboard the Ship, or ſet them- 
(elves in any forwardneſs for their Voy- 
age, has Conditions of Agreements 
drawn between him and thoſe that by a 
voluntary conſent become his Servants, 
to ſerve him, his Heirs or Afigns, ac- 
D4 cording 
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3 4 A Charaiter of the 
cording as they in their primitive ac-| 
quainrance have made theic bargain, 
{ome two, {ome three, ſome four years ; 
and whatever the Maſter or Servant 
ryes himſelf upto here in Exgland by 
Condition, the Laws of the Provincef « 
will force a performance of when they 
came there: Yer here 1s this Priviledge 
in it when they arrive, It they dwell not 
with the Merchant they made their firſt 
agreement withall, rhey may chooſe 
whom they will ſerve their prefixed 
time with; and after their curioſity has 
pitcht on one whom they think fit for 
their turn, and that they may live well 
withal!, the Merchant makes an Afſign- 
ment of the Indenture over to- him 
whom they of their free will have cho- 
ſen to be their Maſter, in the ſame na- 
ture as we here in Erng/and ( and no 
otherwiſe ) turn over. Covenant Ser- 
vants or Apprentices from one Miſter 
to another. Then let thoſe whoſe 
chaps are alwayes breathing forth thoſe 
htlihy dregs of abuſive exclamations, 
which 
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 whichare Lymbeckr from their ſottiſh 


and prepoſterous brains, againſt this 
Country of Meary-Lard, faying, That 
choſe which are tranſported over rhirher, 
are ſold in open Market for Slaves, and 


draw in Carts like Horſes; which is 


ſo damnable an untru:h, that if they 
ſhould ſearch ro the very Center of 
Hcll, and enquire for a Lye of the moſt 
antient and.damned ſtamp, I confident- 
ly believe they could not find one to 
parallel this: For know, That the Ser- 
vants here in Mary-Land of all Colo- 
nies, diſtant or remote Plantations, have 
the leaſt cauſe to complain, either for 
{tritneſs of Serviiude, want of Provi- 
f1ons, or need of Appare]: Five dayes 
and a halt in the Summer weeks is 
the alocted rime that they work in; 
and for two months, when the Sun 
predominates in the higheſt pirch of 
his heat, they claim an antient and 
cuſtomary Priviledge, to repoſe them- 
ſclyv:s three hours in the day with- 
in the houſe, and this 1s undenia- 
bly 
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bly granted to them that work in the 
Fields. 

In the Winter time, which laſteth 
three months, (v/F. ) December, F4- 
»u4ry, and February, they do little or 
no work or imployment, fave cutting 
of wood ro make good hires to (it by, 
unleſs their Ingenuity will promprtthem 
ro hunt the Deer, or Bear, or recreate 
themſelves in Fowling, to ſlaughter the 
Swans, Geeſe, and Turkeys, ( which 
this Country affords in a moſt plentiful 
manner :) For every Servanthas a Gun, 
Powder and Shot allowed him, to ſport 
him withall on all Holidayes and leaſu- 
rable times, it he be capable of uſing it, 
or be willing tolearn. 

Now thoſe Servants which come 
over into this Province, being Artifi- 
cers, they never ( during their Servi- 
rude) work in the Fields, or do any 
other imployment ſave that which their 
Handicraft and Mechanick endeayors 
are capable of putting them upon, and 
are eltcem'd as well by their Maſters, 


a> 
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as thoſe that imploy them, above mea- 
ſure. He that's a Tradeſman here in 
Mary-Land, ( though a Seryant ) lives 
as well as moſt common Handicrafts 
do in Zendon, though they may want 
ſomething of thar Liberty which Free- 
men have, to goand come at their plea- 
ſure; yer if it were rightly underſtood 
and conſidered, what moſt of the Li- 
berties of the ſeveral poor Tradeſmen 
are taken vp about, and whar a care and 
crouble attends that thing they call Li- 
berty, which according to the common 
tranſlation is but ldleneſs, and (if 
weighed in the Ballance of a juſt Rea- 
ſon ) will be found ro be much heavier 
and cloggy then the four years reſtrain- 
ment of a cMary- Laxd Servitude. He 
chat lives in the nature of a Servant in 
this Province, muſt ſerve but four years 
by the Cuſtom of the Country ; and 
when the expiration of his time ſpeaks 
him a Freeman, there's a Lawin the 
Province, that enjoyns his Maſter whom 
he bath ſerved to give him Fifty a” 
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23 A Charatter of the 
of Land, Corn to ſcrve him a whole 
year, three Sures of Apparel, with 
things neceſlary to them, and Tools to 
work withall ; ſo that they are no ſooner 
free, bur they are ready to ſet up for 
themſelves, and when once catred, they 
live paſſingly wcll. 

The Women that go over into this 
Province as Servants, have the beſt 
luck here 2s in any place of the world 
belides; for they are no ſooner on 
ſhoar, but they are courted into a Co- 
pulative Matrimony , which ſome of 
them ( for ought I know) had they 
not come to ſuch a Market with their 
Virginity, might have kept it by them 
untill it had been mouldy, unleſs they 
had let it our by a yearly rent to ſome 
of the Inhabitants of Lewknors- lane, 
or made a Deed of Gift ot it to Mother 
Coney, having only a poor ſtipend out 
of ir, untill the Gallows or Holpiral cal- 
led them away. Men have not alroge- 
ther (Oo good luck as Women in this | 
kind, or natural preierment, without 


they 
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they be good Rhetoricians, and well 
vers'd in the Art of perſwafion, then 
( probably ) they may ryver themſelves 
in the time of their Servitude into the 
private and reſerved favour of their Mi- 
ſtreſs, if Age ſpeak their Maſter defi- 
Clenc. 

In ſhort, touching the Servants of 
this Province, they live well in the time 
of their Service, and by their reſtrajn- 
ment in thar time, they are made capa- 
ble of living much better when they 
cometo be tree; which in ſeveral other 
parts of the world I have obſerved, 
That aftcr ſome Servants have broughr 

' their indented and limited time to a juſt 
and legal period by Servitude, they 
have been much more incapable of ſup- 
porting themſelves from finking into the 
Gulf of a laviſh, poor, fetrered, and 
intangled lite, then all the faſtneſs of 
rheir prefixed time did involve them in 
before, © ©- 

| Nowthe main and principal Reaſon 
of thoſe igeident caſualties, that wait 
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40 A Charatter of the 
continually upon the reſidencies of moſt 
poor Artificers, is (1 gather) from 
the multiplicity or innumerableneſs of 
thoſe ſeveral Companies of Tradeſmen, 
that dwell fo cloſely and ſtiflingly to- 


oether in one and the {ame place, that | 


like the chafing Gum in Watered- 
Tabby, they cat into the folds of one 
anothers Eſtates. 4nd this might eaſ(t- 
ly be remedied , would but fome of 
them remove and diſperſe diftantly 
where want and neceſſity calls forrhem; 
their dwellings (I am confident) would 
be much larger, and rheir conditions 
much better, as well in reference to 
cheir Eſtares, as to the ſatisfatorineſs of 
their minds 4 having a continual im- 
ployment, and from that umployment a 
continual benefit, without either beg- 
ging, {educing, or flatcering for it, en- 
croaching that one month from one of 
the ſame profeſſion, that they are hea- 
ved out themſclyes the next. For I 
have obſerved on the other fide of 
«Hary-Lans, that the whole courſe of 

moſt 
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moſt Mechanical endeavors, is to catch, 


match, and undervalue one another, to 
get alitcle work, or a Cuſtomer, which 
when they have atrained by their low- 
built and ſneaking circumyentings, it 
ſtands upon ſo flaſhy, mutable, and 
tranſitory a foundation, thar the beſt of 
his hopes is commonly extinguiſhr 
before the poor undervalued Tradeſ(- 
man is warm in the enjoyment of his 
Cuſtomer. 

Then did uot a cloud of low and 
baſe Cowardize eclipſe the Spirits of 
theſe men, theſe things might eafily be 
diverted ; but they had as live take 2 
Bear by the tooth, as think of leaving 
their own Country, though they live 
among their own National people, and 
are governed by the ſame Laws they 
have here, yet all this wont do with 
them; and all the Reaſon they can 
render tothe contrary is, There's agreat 
Sea betwixt them and Mary-Lerd, and 
in thar Sea. there are Fiſhes, and nor 
only Fiſhes but great Fiſhes, and then 
ſhould 
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ſhould a Ship meer with ſuch an incon- | 
ſiderable encounter as a Whale, one 
blow with his rayle, and then Lord 
havs Mercy upen us : Yet meet with} 


theſe men in rheir common Exchange, 


which is one ſtory high in the bottom 


of a Cellar, diſputing over a Black-por, 


ir would be monſtrouſly dieadftul here} 


to inſert the particulars, one {wearing 
that he was the firſt rhat ſcaled the 
Walls of Danate, when the Bullets flew 
abour their ears as thick as Hail-ſtones 
uſually fall from the Sky ; which if ir 
were but rightly examined, the moſt 
dangerous Engagement that ever he 
was in, was but at one of the flaſhy 
batrels at Finsbury, where commonly 
there's more Cuſtard greed:ly deyou- 
red, then men prejudiced by the rigour 
of the War. Others of this Company 
relating their ſeveral dreadful exploits, 
and when they arc juſt entring into the 
particulars, let but one ſtep in ard in- 
rerrupt their diſcourſe, by telling them 
of a Sea Voyage, and the violency of 
ſtorms 
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ſtorms that attends it, and that there 
are no back-doors to run out at, which 


| they call, « handſom Retreat and Charge 
' 49413; the apprehenſive danger of this 
is fo powertul and penetrating on them, 


that a damp ſweat immediatcly in- 
volves their Microcoſm, ſo that May- 
gery the old Matron of the Cellar, is 
tain to run for a half-peny-worth of 
Apgelica to rub their noſtrils; and 
though rhe Port-hole of their bodies 
has been ftopt from a convenient Eva-

ro live plentiouſly well, and give their 
Neighbors more Elbow-room and 
ſpace to breath in, they will croud and 
throng upon one another , with the 
preflure of a beggarly and unneceſſary 
weight, 

That which 1 have to ſay more in 
this buſineſs, is a hearty and defirous 
with, that the ſcveral poor Tradeſmen 
here in Lonaon that I know, and have 
borne an occular teſtimony of their 
want, might live ſo free from care as I 
dig when I dwelt in the bonds of a four 
years Servitude in Mary- Land.

[ft Trade ſhovid once ceaſe, the 
Cuſtom-houſe would ſoon miſs her 
hundre:'s and thouſands Hogs-heads 
of Tobacco thar uſe to be throng it 
her every year, as well as the Grocers 
would in their Ware- houſes and Boxes, 
the Gentry and Commonalty 1n tier 
Pipes, the Phyſician in his Divgs

E 3 ( leering ) 
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(leering) Waiters for want of imploy- 
ment, might (like ſo many D2ogenes ) 
incomb themſelves in their empty 
Casks, and rouling themſelves off the 
Key into the Thames, there wander up 
and down from tide to tide in contem- 
plation of CAriftetles unreſolved cu- 
rio{ity, until the rottenneſs of their cir- 
cular habitation give them a Quterus eff, 
and fairly ſurrender them up into the 
cuſtody of thoſe who both for profeſſi- 
on, diſpoktion and nature, lay as near 
claim to them, as if they both tumbled 
in one belly, and for name they jump 
alike, being according to the original 
tranſlation both Sharkes. 

Sliks and Cambricks, and Lawns to

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Should Commerce once ceaſe, there 
is no Country in the habitable world 
but would undoubredly miſs that flou- 
riſhing, ſplendid and rich gallantry of 
| Equipage, that Trafique maintained 
and dreſt her up in, before ſhe received 
char faral Eclipſe: England, France, 
Germany and Sp4in, together with all 
the Kingdoms ———— 

Burt ſtop ( good Muſe) leſt I ſhould, 
like the Parſon of Paxcras, run fo far 
from my Text in half an hour, that a 
two hours trot back again would hardly 
fetch it up : I had beſt while I am alive 
in my Doctrine, ro think again of Mary- 
Land, leſt the buſineſs of other Coun- 
tries take up ſo much room in my 
brain, that I forger and bury her in 
oblivion. 

The three main Commadiries this 
Country affords for Trafique, are To- 
bacco, .Furrs, and Fleſh. Furrs and 
Skins, as Beavers, Otters, Musk-Rats, 
Rackoons, Wild-Cats, and Elke or 
Buftcloe , with divers others, which

were firſt made vendible by the Indians 
of the Country, and fold to the Inha- 
bitant, and by them to the Merchant, 
and (o tranſported into England and 
other places where it becomes moſt 
commod1ous. 

Tobacco 1s the only {olid Staple 
Comm odity of this Province : The 
uſe of it was firſt found out by the 
Indians many Apes agoe, and tran(- 
ferr'd into Chriſtendom by that great 
Diſcoverer of CAmerice Columbr : 
It's generally made by all rhe Inhabi- 


 tants of this Province, and between the 


months of March and April they ſow 
the ſeed, ( which is much ſmaller then 
Muſtard-ſeed ) in ſmall beds and pat- 
ches digg*d up and made fo by art, and 
about May the Plants commonly appcar 
green in thoſe beds: In Fane they are 
tranſplanted from their beds, and ſet in 
;ttle hillocks in diſtant rowes, dug up 
for the ſame purpolez ſome twice or 
thrice they are weeced, and {uccour- 
ed from their illegitimate Leaves thar

bundles, and packt into Hogs-headc. 
and then laid by for the Trade. 
Between November and Fanuary 
there arrives in this Province Shipping 
to the number of twenty fail and up- 
wards, all Merchant-men loaden with 
Commodities to Trafique and diſpoſe 
of, trucking with the Planter for Silks, 
Hollands, Serges, and Broad-clothes, 
with other neceſfary Goods, priz'd at 
ſuch and (uch rates as (hall de judg'd on 
1s fair and leg], for Tobacco ar fo 
much rhe pound, and advintage on 
both fides conſidered; the Planter fc: 
his wotk, and the Merchant for adven- 
ruting 
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turing himſelf and his Commodity-in- 


to ſo tar a Country : Thus is the Trade 


on both fides drove on with a fair and 
' honeſt Decorum. 


The Inhabitants of this Province are 
ſeldom or never put to the affrightment 
of being robb'd of their money, nor to 
dirty their Fingers by telling of vaſt 
ſums : They have more bags to carry 
Corn, then Coyn ; and though they 
want, but why thould I call that a want 
which is only a neceſſary miſs ? the 
very effects of the dirt of this Province 
affords as great a profit to the general 
Inhabitant, as the Gold of Peru doth 
to the ftraight-breecht Commonalty 
of the Spaniard. 

Our Shops and Excharges of Mary- 
Land,are the Merchants Store-houſes, 
where with few words and proteſtations 
Goods are bought and delivered; not 
like thoſe Shop-kcepers Boys in 1 9n- 
don, that continually cry, What do ye 
lack Sir? What & ye buy? yelping 
aith fo wide a mouth, asif ſome Apo- 
thecary 
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thecary had hired their mouths to ſtand 
open to catch Gnats and Vagabond 
Flyes in. | 

Tobacco is the currant Coyn of 
HMary-Land, and will ſooner purchaſe 
Commodities from the Merchant, then 
money. I muſt confeſs the New- 
England men that trade into this Pro- 
vince, had rather have fat Pork 'tor 
their Goods, then Tobacco or Furrs ; 
which 1 conceive 1s, becauſe their bo- 
dies being faſt bound up with the cords 
of reſtringent Zeal, they are fain ro 
make uſe of the lineaments of this 
Non-Canaanite creature phyſically to 
looſen them; for a bit of a pound upon 
a two-peny Rye loaf, according to the 
original Receipr, will bring the coſtiv'ſt 
| red-ear'd Zealot in ſome three hours 
time to a fige ſtool, if methodically ob- 
ſeryed. 

HM edera-Wines, Sugars, Salt, 
Wickar- Chairs, and Tin Candleſticks, 
s the moſt of the Commodities they 
bring in: They arrive 1n Mary-£47% 
| about 
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about September, being moſt of them 
Kerches and Barkes, and ſuch (mall 
Veſſels, and thoſe diſperting themſelves 
into ſeveral {mall Creeks of this Pro- 
vince, to ſell and diſpoſe of their 
Commoditics, where they know the 
Market is moſt fit for their ſmall Ad- 
Ventures. 

Barbados, together with the ſeveral 
adjacent Iflands, has much Proviſion 
yearly from this Province : And though 
theſe Sun-burnt Phaetons think to out- 
vye Mary-Land in their Silks and Puffs, 
duly ſpeaking agiinſt her whom their 
necefſlitics makes them beholding to, 
and like ſo many Don Dzegos s that be- 
cackc Pauls, cock their Feits and look 
big upon't; yetif a min could go down 
into their infernals, and fee how it fares 
with them there, I believe he would 
hardly find any other @pifit tro Luoy 
them up, then the il]-viſaged Ghoſt of 
want, that continually wanders from 
Cut to gut to feed upon the unCigeſted 
r7ynes of Potatocs, 

Trafiqut

and Languages here in America: Andy 
as every Nation differs in their Laws, fo 
Manners and Cuſtoms, in Europe, _- of 
an 


| 
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and Africa, ſo do they the very ſame 
heres That it would be a moſt intricate 
and laborious trouble, ro run ( with 2 
deſcription ) through the ſeveral Na- 
tions of 1nd;aps here in America, con- 
fidering the innumerableneſs and diver- 
fities of them that dwell on this vaſt 
and unmeaſured Continent : But rather 
then Ile be alrogether filent, I ſhall do 
like the Painter in the Comedy, who 
being to limne out the Pourtraicure of 
the Furies, as they ſeverally appeared, 
ſer himſelt behind a Pillar, and berween 
tright and amazement, drew them by 
ouels, Thole 1ndiavs that 1 have 
convers'd withall here in this Proyince 
of £HMary-Land, and have had any oc- 
cular experimental view of either of 
their Cuſtoms, Manners, Religions, 
and Abſurdities, are called by the name 
of Suſquehanecks, being a people lookt 
upon by the Chriſtian Inhabitants, as 
the meſt Noble and Heroick Nation 
of Indians that dwell upon the confines 


of America; allo are {0 allowed and. 
tookt 
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lookt upon by the reſt of the Indians, 
by a ſubmiſhive and tributary acknow- 
tedgement; being a people caſt into 
the mould of a moſt large and War- 
like deportment,. the men being for the 
moſt part ſeven foot high in latitude, 
and in magnitude and bulk ſuitable to 
ſo higha pitch ; their voyce large and 
nollow, as aſcending out of a Caves 
their gate and behavior ſtrat, ſtately 
and majeſtick, treading on the Earth 
with as much pride, contempr, and diſ- 
dain to fo ſordid a Center, as can be 
imagined from a creature detived from 
the fame mould and Earth. 

Their bodies are cloth'd with no 
other Armour ro defznd them from 
the nipping froſts of a benumbing Win- 
ter, or the penetrating and ſcorching 
influence of the Sun in a hor Summer, 
then what Nature gave them when 
they parted with the dark receptacle of 
their Mothers womb. They go Men, 
Women and Children, all naked, only 
where ſhame leads them by a natural 

inſtinct

inſtinct ro be reſervedly modeſt, there 
they become cover'd. The formality 
of FeFabels artificial Glory is much 
courted and followed by theſe Indjans, 
only in matter of colours (I conceive} 
they differ. The Indians paint upon 
their faces one ſtroke of red, another 
of green, another of white, and another 
of black, ſo that when they have accom- 
pliſhed rhe Equipage of their Connte- 
nance 1n this trim, they are the only 
Hieroglyphicks and Repreſentatives of 
the Furies. Their Skins arc naturally 
white, but alccred from their originals 
by the ſeveral dyings of Roots and 
Barks, that they prepare and make uſe- 
ful to metamorphize their hydes into a 
dark Cinamon brown. The hair of 
their head is black, long and harſh, bur 
where Nature hath appointed the fitua- 
tion of it any where elſe, they divert 
it (by an antient cuſtom ) from its 
2rowth,. by pulling ic up hair by hair 
by the root in ics primitive appearance. 


Several of them wear divers impreſſions 
F on 
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60: A Charader of the 
on their breaſts and armes , as the 
picture of the Devil, Bears, Tigers, 
and Panthers, which are imprinted on 
theit ſeveral lincaments with much difhi- 
culty and pain, with an irrevocable de- 
termination of its abiding there: And 
this they count a badge of Heroick Va- 
lour, and the only Ornament due to 
their Heroes, 

Fheſe S»ſquehanock Indians are for 
the moſt part great Warriours, and ſel- 
dom flecp one Summer in the quiet 
armes of a peaceable Reſt , bur keep 
(by: their preſent Power, as well as 
by their former Conqueſt ) the: ſeve- 
ral Nations of 1ng:z4,s round: about 
them; in a forceable obedience and ſub- 
jection. Fr” 

Their Government 1s wrapt up in 
{o. yartous and intricate a Laborynth, 
rbatthe ſpeculativ & Artiſt inthe whole 
World, with his artificial and natural 
Opticks, cannor {ce intotherule or ſway 
of thele In474ns, to diſtinguiſh what 
name of Government to call them by; 

though 
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Province of Mary-Land. Gr 
though Purchas in his Peregrination be- 
tween London and Eſſex, ( which he 
calls the whole World ) will undertake 
( forſooth ) ro make' a Monarchy of 
them, bur if he had ſaid Anarchy, his 
word would have paſs'd with a better 
belief, - All that ever I could obſerve 
in them as to this matter is, that he 
that is moſt cruelly Valorous, is ac- 
counted the moſt Noble : Here is very 
ſeldom any creeping from a Country 
Farm, into a Courtly Gallantry, by 
a ſum of money; nor feeing the He- 
ralds to put Daggers and Piſtols in- 
to their Armes, to make the ignorant 
believe that they are lineally deſcen- 
ded from the houſe of the Wars and 
Conqueſts ; he that fighrs beſt carries 
It here. 

When they determine to go upon 
ſome Deſign that will and doth re- 
quire - a Confideration, ſome fix of 
them get into a comer, and fir in 
JuaRo, and if thought fit, their bufi- 


neſs is made . popylat., and immedi 
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ately put into 2Rion; if not. they 
if make a full ſtop to it, and are ſilently 
i reſery'd. 

The Watlike Equipage they put 
themſelves in when they prepare for 
Belonas March, is with their faces, 
armes, and breaſts confuſedly painted, 
their hair greazed with Bears oyl, and | 
ſtuck thick with Swans Feathers, with | 
a wreath or Diadem of black and white 
Beads upon their heads, a ſmall Hatcher, 
infead of a Cymetre, ſtuck in their 
girts behind them, and either with 
Guns, or Bows and Arrows. In this 
poſture and dreſs they march our from 
cheir Forr, or dwelling, ro the number 
of Forty in a Troop| finging ( or rather 
howling out ) the Decades or Warlike 
exploits of their Anceſtors, ranging the 
wide Woods untill their fury has mer 
with an Enemy worthy of their Re- 
venge: Whar Priſoners fall into their 
bands by the deſtiny' of War , they 
treat them very civilly while they re- 
main wirh them abr@ad, but when they 
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once return homewards, they then 
begin to dreſs them in the habic for 
death, putting on their heads and armes 
wreaths of Beads, greazing their hair 
with far, ſome going before, and the 
reſt behind, ar equal diſtance from 
their Priſoners, bellowing in a ſtrange 
and confuſed manner, which is a 
crue preſage and fore-runner of de- 
ſtruction to their then conquered 
Enemy. 

In this manner of march they con- 
tinue till they have brought them to 
their Barken City, where they dcliver 
them up to thoſe that in cruelty will 
execute them, without either the legal 
Judgement of a Council of War, or 
the benefir of their Clergy ar the 
Common Law. The common and 
uſual deaths rhey pur their Priſoners 
tO, Is tO bind them to ſtakes, making 
a fire (ome diſtance from them ; then 
one or ofher of them, whoſe Genius 


delights in the art of Paganiſh diflcci- 


on, with a ſharp knife or fl:ac curs 
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fleſh off, and eating it before their eyes 
raw while they are alive; yet all this 
ind much more never makes them 
lower the Top-gallant ſail of their 
Heroick courage, to beg with a ſub- 
mifſive Repentance any indulgent fa- 
vour from their perſecuting Enemies ; 
but with an undaunted contempt to 
their cruelty, eye it with fo {light and 
mean a relpe, as if it were below them 
to value what they did, they couragi- 
ouſly (while breath doth libertize them) 
fing the ſummary of their Warlike 
Archievements. 

Now after this cruelty has brought 
their tormented lives to a period, they 
immediately fall to butcherivg of them 
into parts, diſtributing the ſeveral 
pieces amongſt the Sons of War, to'in- 
tomb the ruines of their deceaſed Con- 
queſt in no other Sepulchre then their 
unſanAtifed mawss which they with 
more appetite and defire do cat and 
digeſt, then if the beſt of foods ſhould 
court their ſtomachs to participate of 
F 4 the 
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any rcal Reverence to his Infernal or 
Diabolical greatneſs, he forcing them + 
ro their Obedience by his rough and 
rigid dealing with them, often appear- 
ing viſibly among them ro their ter- 
rour, baſtinadoing them ( with cruel 
menaces ) even unto death, and burn- 
ing their Fields of Corn « and hou- 
ſes, that the relation thereof makes 
them tremble themſelves when they 
tell 1t. 

Once in four years they Sacrifice a 
Childe to him, in an acknowledgement 
or their firm obedience to all his De- 
villiſh powers, and Helliſh commands. 


. The Prieſts ro whom they apply them- 


ſelves in m2trers of importance and 
greateſt diſtreſs, are like thoſe that ar- 
tended upon the Oracle at Delphos , 
who by their Magick-ſpells could com- 
mand a pro or cox from the Devil when 
they pleas'd. Theſe 13474ns oft-times 
raiſe great Tempeſts when they have 
any weighty matter or delign in hand, 
and by bluſtcring ſRtormes inquire of 

rheir 
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that think there's nothing like a tayl a 
Degree in length, to follow the dead 
Corple to the Grave with. Here it that 
ſnuffling Prolocutor, that waits upon 
the dead Monuments of the Tombs ac 
Weſtminſter, with his white Rod were 
there, he might walk from Tomb to 
Tomb with his, Here lies the Duke of 
Ferrara 4nd bis Dutcheſs, and never find 
any decaying vacation, unleſs it were 
in che moldering Conſumption of his 
own Lungs. They bury all within the 
wall or Pallifado'd impalement of their 
City, or Connadaze as they call ir. 
Their houſes are low and long , built 
with the Bark of Trees Arch-wiſe, 
ſtanding thick and confuſedly together. 
They are firuated a hundred and odd 
miles diſtant from the Chriſtian Plan- 
tations of ' cMary-Land, at the head 
of a River that runs into the Bay of 
Cheſapike, called by their own name, 
The Suſquehaneck River, where they 
remain and inhabit moſt part of the 
Iummer time, and ſcldom remove far
